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INTERVIEW SUMMARY 



1 . On 05 June 2003, an interview was set up between Mr. Savage and the examiner. 
The main subject matter that was discussed is whether or not Rabe and Warnke have 
an acoustic horn having an acoustic impedance matched with impedances of an ear 
and the driver. An agreement can not be reached on that day, and the examiner has 
suggested to invite the inventor to explain the above issue. 

2. On 18 June 2003, an interview is set up between Mr. Anderson (inventor), Mr. 
Savage and the examiner. Mr. Anderson has explained that the normal procedures 
from designing a phone to manufacturing the phone basically involve: designing the 
phone on paper, building a prototype, testing the prototype by using an Ear Simulator to 
ensure that the acoustic impedance of the phone matches with the impedances of the 
ear (Ear Simulator) and the driver, then manufacturing the phone. 

Mr. Anderson is from Ericsson, and the Rabe reference is an Ericsson patent. 
Rabe has been discussed extensively during the interview. Mr. Anderson and the 
examiner agrees that Rabe's speaker design having an acoustic impedance matched 
with impedances of an ear and the driver, at least in the aspect of the frequency 
response. Mr. Anderson and the examiner also agree that the design of the Rabe's 
speaker is different from Mr. Anderson's design. Further, Mr. Savage is informed that 
the definition of the horn provided in the amendment filed on 04 March 2003 reads on 
Rabe's speaker design.
